However, Wil­ 
son said, a Rep ublican legislature 
added another $10 p er p up il to 
make the total $330 p er p up il. 
Of the total of $112 millioi/ in 
state aid, Wilson said $51 mil- 
1 lions was the result of the Heald 
Committee’s 
recommendation; 
$28 millions was added by Re­ 
p ublican measures to augment 
i the Heald rep ort recommenda- 
j tions; $29 millions was due to 
additional state aid because of 
normal growth in school p op ula­ 
tion and only $4 millions was due 
j to recommendations of Governor 
j Harriman.

Latest returns from the News 
p oll gave Eisenhower 60.4 p er 
cent to 39.6 p er cent for Steven­ 
son. 
Eisenhower won the Emp ire 
State's 45 electoral votes in 1&32 
with 56 p er cent of the p op ular 
vote.

Poll, 
p ublished by the Los Angeles 
Mirror-News, gave these results 
in a state-wide samp ling: Eisen­ 
hower 49 p er cent; Stevenson 44 
p er cent, and, undecided, 7 p er 
cent.

rep resented 
a 
2-p oint 
gain for the Democrats since the 
last p oll a month ago. 
Lpnet 1» Po ssible 
Poll Director Mervin D. Field 
said most of the “undecided*"

Steel Chairman 
Sees Big Year 
Fo r All Business 


New York, Oct. 26 (A*)—Beth­ 
lehem Steel Corp., the world's 
second largest steel maker, ex­ 
pects to be produ cing at top ca­ 
pacity right throu gh the first six 
months of 1957. 
That appraisal of the big com­ 
pany's ou tlook was giv en yester­ 
day by Eu gene G. Grace, Beth­ 
lehem’s 80-year-old chief execu ­ 
tiv e officer and board chairman. 
He cou pled it with a predic­ 
tion that the ou tlook for general 
bu siness, inclu ding steel, is good 
“regardless of the (Nov ember) 
elections.” Said Grace: “I’m op­ 
timistic.” 
Grace commented on the state 
of bu siness in general and the 
steel bu siness in particu lar at a 
news conference which followed 
the company’s qu arterly report 
on produ ction, sales and earn- 
ings. 
Blames Strike 
Profit of the giant steel com­ 
pany nosediv ed du ring the third 
qu arter, totaling $ 4,428,143 or 29 
cents a share. That compared 
with record earnings of $ 50,298,- 
227 or $ 5 05 a share in qu arter 
immediately preceding and with 
$ 40,396,984 or $ 4.04 a share in 
the third qu arter of last year. 
Grace said the whopping de 
cline of nearly 90 per cent was 
entirely du e to the steelworkers’ 
strike which shu t down most of 
the indu stry in Ju ly. 
Ex pect« Reco rd Sale« 
Withou t the strike, he said, 
Bethlehem wou ld hav e earned 
abou t arou nd $ 5 a share in the 
third qu arter and profits for the 
entire year wou ld hav e come to 
better than $ 20 a share. Now, 
howev er, he asserted, it’s certain 
that profits for 1956 will fall be­ 
low the $ 18.09 per share earned 
last year. 
Aside from the profit stand­ 
point, Bethlehem looks forward 
to record bu siness this year with 
fu ll-blast produ ction in the first, 
second and fou rth qu arters off­ 
setting the slu mp in the third. 
"Ou r year is going to be a rec­ 
ord one with respect to v olu me 
of bu siness,” said Grace. “We ex­ 
pect billings to total arou nd $ 2,- 
200,000,000 as against $ 2,096,-

Harriman Silent 
On GOP Estimate

Gov . Harriman’s office says there 
will be no comment on a Repu b­ 
lican spokesman’s prediction of 
a “certain” year-end tax su rplu s 
of 25 million dollars.

Paris, Oct. 26 OPi—Stanislaw 
Mikolajcyk, exiled former dep­ 
uty premier of Poland, predicts 
Poland’s new Communist leader­ 
ship will make a desperate bid 
for western economic aid to save 
the country from a "catastro­ 
phe.” 
Mikolajczyk, who fled his home­ 
land in the fall of 1947, said in 
an interview today the Polish 
economy is underg oing a “ severe 
crisis in which Russia is unable 
to help.” 
“ Unless Poland will receive a 
long term loan from the west, a 
major economic catastrophe will 
follow,” he added.

v ented—and, in fact, ev en be­ 
fore that time, no m atter what

or wiv es. 
Money has alway s 
had a tendency to depreciate in 
v alu e, and it has at some time 
or* other met with disaster in 
practically ev ery nation—as in 
Germany when the m ark went 
to zero in 19 23, spelling the end 
of inflation for Germany . 
What Is Inflatio n? 
One cau se of inflation is a 
mu ch greater increase in the 
qu antity of money in circu la­ 
tion reiativ e to the increase in 
the v olu me of goods and serv ­ 
ices. This forces the price lev el 
u pwards. 
Price index es for a 
period of y ears show that there 
hav e been great flu ctu ations in 
the v alu e of money in practical­ 
ly ev ery cou ntry . 
When the 
pu rchasing power of the dollar 
has decreased too mu ch, inju ry 
has been done to the inv estors 
and creditors as a grou p. 
Kinds o f Inflatio n 
Credit inflation can be gener­ 
ated by confidence; and mone­ 
tary inflation can be cau sed by 
lack of confidence. Inflation re­ 
su lts from a combination of two 
things: 
Ov ersu pply of money 
a nd 'or u nder su pply of the na­ 
tion’s goods and serv ices. N a­ 


tional debt figu res in that it 
creates bank deposits.

not how far the debt goes that 
makes people lose confidence; it 
is how low produ ction goes. 
If 
produ ction keeps u p with debt, 
there is no harm ex cept psy cho­ 
logically . 
Lack of produ ction 
means that the v alu e of money 
is u nder su spicion.

The tragedy of inflation is the 
loss of pu rchasing power on the 
part of those who hav e been the 
most thrifty in sav ing money and 
bu ilding u p assets and income 
for a rainy day . These are the 
holders of bonds and preferred 
stocks, the holders of insu rance 
annu ities, and those who hav e 
amassed cash assets. It is char­ 
acteristic of inflation that the 
time requ ired for it to take hold 
is mu ch longer than most peo­ 
ple imagine. The most danger­ 
ou s period is u su ally when the 
general pu blic has been lu lled 
into a false sense of secu rity . It 
mu st be remembered that today 
v v e hav e a 52-cent dollar and 
that the cost of liv ing is still 
going u p. It is qu ite possible that 
within the nex t ten y ears prices 
may be mu ch higher than they
